LONDON, Aug. 9 (AP).—Italian 
airplanes bombed British warships 
in the Gulf of Aden yesterday, but 
caused no damage, the Admiralty 
announced tonight. 

‘ A British naval plane attacked

LONDON, Aug. 9 (AP).—In three 
encounters in yesterday’s big air 
battles, a single squadron of Brit- 
ish fighting planes is credited with 
having sent 21 German craft crash- 
ing into the sea.

CAIRO, Egypt, Aug. 9 (AP).— 
Italians in British Somaliland 
pressed an advance toward Ber- 
bera, capital and principal port, the 
British admitted today as they 
claimed victory in the biggest air 
battle of the African war in Libya. 

An army communique said the 
Italian columns of motorized 
troops which seized Hargeisa and 
Oadweina early this week, were 
continuing a northward march 
through the barren rocky hill roads 
toward the coast. 

Hargeisa is about 100 miles from 
Berbera, Oadweina about 80. 

The air battle was fought yester- 
day when the British attacked an 
Italian force apparently convoying 
caravans of supplies to desert 
forces concentrating on the Egyp- 
tian border. 

The Middle Eastern command 
here said 15 Italian planes were 
destroyed although the British force 
Was outnumbered more than two 
to one. 

The British said the battle took 
place “some distance west of Sidi 
Omar.” The British admitted the 
loss of two planes. 

(The Italian communique said 
five British planes and two Ital- 
ians planes were shot down, al- 
though the Italian were outnum- 
bered 27 to 16.) 

Raids in Somaliland. 

The Italians, attempting to blaze 
a path for their motorized and ar- 
tillery-equipped troops who are 
seeking an outlet to the 
Gulf of Aden and the Indian 
Ocean in British Somaliland, twice 
raided Berbera, the capital and 
principal port of the protectorate.

JAPAN WATCHING 
TRADE RELATIONS 
OF U.S. AND RUSSIA 
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Would Be Concerned by 
Real Improvement but 
Finds No Cause for 
Alarm Yet.

TOKYO, Aug. 9.—The _ fignifi- 
cance of the Russian-American 
commercial handshake has not been 


lost on the Japanese public. Japa- 
nese newspapers are pointedly re- 
minding their readers that while 
the United States has chosen, de- 
spite Soviet sins, to renew trade 
relations with Moscow, it is mak- 
ing no effort to negotiate a new 
trade treaty with Japan. 

Naturally, the Japanese would 
be deeply concerned by any real 
improvement in Russian-American 
relations at a time when Japan’s 
entire attention is directed toward 
the South. However, it is gener- 
ally felt that there is yet no cause 
for alarm. 

Meanwhile, every day brings a 
new development in Japan’s cur- 
rent spy scare.

RETURNS SHOW 
TRUMAN WINNER 
BY 7000 VOTES 


Official Count, Starting 
Today, Will Be Needed 
to Determine Result of 
Race Definitely. 


The latest ccmpilation of incom- 
plete unofficial primary election 
returns for the closely contested 
Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator and the Repub- 
lican nomination for State Auditor 
shows that on the face of the re- 
turns Harry 8S. Truman was re- 
nominated for Senator by more 
than 7000 votes ,and that Hillard 
Selck of Boonville won the nomi- 
nation for Auditor by a very small 
majority, possibly less than 1000. 

While it is probable the incom- 
plete and unofficial returns ac- 
curately give the result, the offi- 
cial tabulation of the returns from 
the election officials in all the 
4447 precincts of the State will be 


required definitely to decide these 
two races. 

The Boards of Election Commis- | 
sioners and County Clerks through- 
out the State began official tabula- | 
tion of the returns within their, 


respective jurisdictions today. Their |t@ Pay movers or rent other quarters. 


work will be completed by the end 
of next week, after which the re- 
turns will be forwarded to the Sec- 
retary of State in Jefferson City. 
When all are received by him, 
which will be in about three weeks, 
he will make the final official tab- 
ulation and announce the results. 
84 Precincts Out. 

With only 84 small and scattered 
rural precincts unreported, Truman 
has a lead of 7381 over Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark for the Democratic sena- 
torical nomination, the unofficial 
count in 4363 precincts giving Tru- 
man 263,048 and Stark 255,667. 
Maurice M. Milligan, former United 
States District Attorney in Kansas 
City, trailed for behind with 125,863. 

Included in the official count will 
be the absentee ballots, the num- 
ber of which is not known but is 
not believed to much exceed 5000. 
There is no probability that Stark 
could overcome Truman’s lead by 
the votes in the missing precincts 
and the absentee ballots combined, 
but in a close contest there is al- 
ways the possibility of errors in 
the unofficial tally, which conceiv- 
ably could change the result on the 
official compilation. 

Error in G, O. P. Returns. 

An apparently close race between 
Scott Peters of Jefferson City and 
Justice of the Peace Louis L. Hicks 
of St. Louis County for the Re- 
publican nomination for State 
Treasurer with Hicks in the lead, 
developed today to be not so close 
and Peters in the lead. 

Through an error in telegraphic 
transmission of the returns from 
Jackson County (Kansas City), 
Hicks was credited in the tabula- 
tion with 21,000 more votes than he 
received. Instead of Hicks’ leading 
Peters by 4121, the tally when cor- 
rected showed Peters leading by 
17,198. This would appear to give 
Peters the nomination, unless sub- 
sequent errors should be found. 

The possibility of changed result 
in the official tabulation of the re- 
turns for the Republican nomina- 
tion “or Auditor is stronger than 
in either the Truman-Stark race 
or the Peters-Hicks race, the lead- 
ing candidate having a much small- 
er margin. With 486 precincts un-| 
reported Selck is leading J. T., 
Waddill of Kirksville by only 1643. 

The results in all other contests 
of both parties were definite on the 
early returns, immediately after the 
primary, the pluralities of the lead- 
ing candidates being so large that 
there is no possibility of upset on. 
the official tabulation. 

G. O. P. Chairman’s Comment, | 

Charles Ferguson, chairman of. 
the Republican State Committee, 
was quick to seize upon the issue 
of machine politics raised by the 
success of the Democratic machine | 
in the primary, as a major issue 
of the fall election campaign. Fer- 
guson said the results showed that 
the Pendergast machine in Kan- 
sas City was not dead, and that 
there had arisen another powerful 
State machine headed by Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann of St. Louis. 

Ferguson and other Republican 
party leaders will have _ confer- 
ences during the next few weeks 
looking to the preparation of the 
Republican State platform, which 
will be formulated by the State 
convention of candidates in Jeffer- 
son City Sept. 10. Candidates of

Hybrid 
corn has been stepping up yields as much 
as 15 and 20 per cent. Better breeds and 
Strains of livestock may be logically expected 
to increase both production and quality of 
livestock products. 

Conservation will augment the fertility of 
the soil, and new processes in transporta- 
tion, processing and storage of farm prod- 
ucts will effect economies if there is no in- 
crease in yield. 

It is idle to assume that all the foregoing 
is merely a vain technocratic dream, for 


control and marketing programs, an exten- 
sion of the stamp plans for distributing 
farm produce to the needy, reduced interest 
rates for farm financing, and so on. 

There is always the question as to whether 
we have too much production or too little 
consumption, and anything that raised the 
national standard of earning and living 
would aid the farms. 

The truth is that no one knows just what 
to do, but that is the more reason for mak- 
ing every effort to find out.

Asserting that the liquor traffic 
is threatening industrial prosperity 
and menacing “our very rights as 
free people,’ Mrs. Smith said statis- 
tics showed: 

One saloon for every 71 families 
in the United States; two saloons 
for every church; five saloons for 
every three public schools; $3 spent 
for liquor for every $2 expended for 
education.

COURT RULES U.S, CAN'T SEEK 
DAMAGES UNDER TRUST LAW 


Holds Government Is Not “Petson” 
Under Sherman Act, Affirms 
Dismissal of Suit. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9 (AP).— 
The United States Circuit Court of| 
Appeals ruled in a two-to-one de- 
cision yesterday that the United 
States is not a “person” within the 
meaning of the Sherman anti-trust 
law and for that reason cannot 
sue for damages resulting from vio- 

lations of the act. 

The decision affirmed a previous 
United States District Court dis- 
missal of Government suits for 
treble damages against 17 rubber 
companies which the Government 
charged illegally agreed to fix uni- 
form prices in the sale of auto- 
mobile tires to the Government. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Judge H. B. Chase and concurred 
in by Judge Thomas W. Swain. 
held that the Sherman Act lacked 
specific provisions regarding the 
Government’s rights. It further 
held that while individuals, corpo- 
rations and associations had the 
right to bring civil suits for dam- 
ages under the act, the Government 
did not.

So she throws temper 
tantrums and tries to set up a little world of her own with 
her father and herself, with the stepmother shut out. If she 
is allowed to continue acting in this manner, she often breaks 
up the home. But if handled tactfully the situation often 
works itself out and a happy relationship established between 
stepmother and stepdaughter. To work this out, however, you 
Will need the co-operation of her father. Have a quiet talk 
with him and make him realize the way things are drifting? 
Ask if he won't correct the girl when she is impudent or does not 
mind. He should withdraw her allowance or some other privi- 
lege if she persists. Try having friends in occasionally for the 
evening, and plan a movie or a visit to a friend’s house, for the 
three of you. Mention the drinking and whatever else bothers 
you, but do not nag him. Make home a pleasant place, and 
remembering your own girlhood, win the daughter by doing 
for her the things you loved having done for you at her age. 
As to keeping you from writing your baby, I don’t see how he 
can do this, for he has no right to keep you from your own 
child. If he expects you to be kind to his child, he should be 
willing to reciprocate and do all he can for yours.

9 YEARS in MUNY OPERA CHORUS 


Jeanne Gustavison Has 
Missed Only Four Pro- 
ductions Since Forest 
Park Theater Opened.

F you think a chorus girl's life 
|i: made up of glamor, stage door 

dates, late parties and the dream 
of eventually landing a wealthy 
admirer—the kind of chorus girl 
you read about — take a look 
at Jeanne Gustavison. “Gussie,” as 
She is called by everybody con- 
nected with the Municipal Opera, 
has been with the opera 22 years 
or every season since it first start- 
ed. She has appeared in every 
production on the Big Forest Park 
Stage except four. That was in 
1927 -when, because of a picture 
house stage show engagement, she 
failed to attend the opera school 
for chorus people. It was the rule 
then that the chorus would be se- 
lected only from among those who 
had attended the school three 
nights a week during the winter. 
When Jeanne applied for her usual 
place as a singer, she was declared 
ineligible. 

But that hurt was made up for 
when the management sent for her 
three weeks after the opera opened 
and put her in rehearsal for a real 
part, one of the princesses in “The 
Enchantress.” The.part called for 
double the pay she would have re- 
ceived in the chorus, so the money 
She had lost was partly made up 
for too. 

Gussie hasn’t had to worry about 
her place in the Muny chorus since. 
She has done trouping with road 
shows out of New York several 
seasons but she always comes back 
in summer to take her usual place 
which is among the altos on the 
right. You’ve singled out her deep 
contralto which the management 
apparently has come to regard as 
indispensable among the women’s 
voices. You’ve recognized her year 
after year, the tall blond girl, 
very fair, a little on the hefty side, 
a genuine Swedish type. Both her 
mother and father came from Swe- 
den. 

She hasn’t changed so much as I 
remember her all these years. She 
came straight from Central High 
School into thg chorus, having al- 
ready trained with the old Pageant 
Choral Society. She still has her

As I waited on the rehearsal 
stage, she arrived with hair in curl- 
ers, carrying a hair dryer, a sew- 
ing bag and her lunch. She pro- 
ceeded to unload and arrange her 
belongings with housewifely neat- 
ness at her own section of the long 
makeup tables in the girls’ dressing 
room. She kept on her dress, al- 
though other girls were stripping 
to shorts or the briefest of rehear- 
sal dresses.

One and one-half pounds of pork 
or beef liver; one-fourth pound 
fresh mushrooms, cleaned and 
sliced; one large onion, sliced; one- 
fourth cup bacon drippings, two 
cups fresh bread crumbs, pinch 
cayenne, one eup milk, scalded; 
one teaspoon salt, 

Have liver sliced about one-half 
inch thick; there should be five 
slices. Remove skin and tubes. 
Saute mushrooms and onion until 
soft in half the fat; combine with 
beradcrumbs and cayenne. Divide 
dressing in five parts and pues 
on each slice of liver; roll up“and 
tie with white twine. Brown rolls 
quickly on all sides in remaining 
fat—about one minute. Lift rolls 
into casserole, scald milk in the 
skillet, and pour over liver rolls. 
Add salt. Cover and bake in mod- 
erate oven for 15 to 20 minutes.
